Dean Laing Gives Interview 



to "Daily" Representative 



MANY PROPOSALS. 



Committee is at Present 
Working on Changes in 
Curriculum. 



In an interview which Dr. Laing. 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts, under- 
taken with a view to securing in- 
formation regarding the proposed 
changes in the curriculum, he told the 
"Daily" representative that he was 
unable to make any definite announce- 
ments at prevent, as all the contem- 
plated changes arc in flic hands of a 
Commit Ice who are working on the 
revision. This Committee has not as 
yet completed its report, and when 
this latter is finished it will have to 
go heiore the faculty for sanction. Un- 
der the circ'uint'tances, the. Dean said 
he. Tvould not care lo prophesy in any 
way regarding next year's programme 
But. at the same time, he. made known 
soveral suggp-f-tions and ideas along 
the line of which the Committee were 
at present working. 

First of all in regard to the first 
year it was deemed better to permit 
the incoming ttudents to exercise 
more, option of choice in their fresh- 
man subjects. As the curriculum is 
al present practically no freedom is 
permit l ed. just wbai subject.-, would 
be taken off the compulsory list the 
Dean could not jay, but they will be 
announced as soon a- the faculty has 
approved the report of the Committee. 

Then as a suggestion that will in 
all likelihood be put into effect Uean 
bain g mentioned the beginning of 
honour «ourses tu second year instead 
of in third as at prevent; and the do- 
ing away with all compulsory sub- 
jects, in the Sophomore year. Whcrc- 
there may he sonic i|iicslion of dc- 
hate about the first matter, there is 
•.lotte ai>o:i! the second. The compul- 
sion in certain second year courses 
has for sonic tini,- been a source of

INDIA. 



The Need for Earnest and 
Devoted Workers Made 
Clear. 



India — brilliant, beautiful, ancient 
and alluring India — was the fascinat- 
ing topic chosen by Miss Dorothy Kil- 
patrick as the subject of her nddroyj 
at. Strathcona . Hall last night. Per- 
haps "address" is scarcely best 
term, for it. was more in the nature of 
an intimate conversation, and the 
speaker, who has herself spent sonic 
years in missionary work in (ho heart 
of India, brought vory near In I he 
minds of her hearers the beauty, Ihe 
majesty, the glninour of thai, distant 
land. Her silvery nights and magnifi- 
cent landscapes" make one. reflect on 
that ancient, time when India was n 
mighty nation nnd surely there is 
something sublime in the thought that 
hero was a people, high in point of 
civiliza tion, long before I he Western 
nations had reached their present 
homes. But, the beauty of India is 
only half the picture, and Miss Kil- 
patrick portrayed with vivid strokes 
the misery, the superstition, the cruel 
bondage of tho niasses, who, by the 
way. comprise one-fifth of the total 
population of the world, a fact which 
many have never realized. 

Plagues and famines arc Ihe curse of 
India; in the last, fourteen years there 
were seven million deaths from plague. 
Every known disease and many pecu. 
liar to tho country carry off thousands 
every year, and the lack of trained 
medical" men makes it impossible to 
copo with the situation. It is esti- 
mated that 100,000,000 people in India 
are beyond the reach of medical aid; 
tho churches are doing what they can, 
but Mis Kilpatrick stated that, in the 
field of Central India one church, 
which is typical of the rest, has eight 
doctors to ".,000,000 people.

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MISSING EQUALS SINNING. 



One of the commonest words in the modern vocabulary is the 
word sin. In fact, it is probably overdone nowadays. We have 
our moral sins, our conscience sins, our social sins, our sins of the 
mind, sins of the imagination, and every other kind of sin imagin- 
able. Yet how many have ever stopped to wonder what its orig- 
inal meaning was and how this original meaning is peculiarly ap- 
plicable? In the translation of the Scriptures from the old Hebrew 
we come across the word many times. And we notice if we arc 
interested in the origin of words that the original Hebrew verb to 
sin had a slightly different significance. it means "TO MISS 
THE MARK." 

To miss the mark was to sin. In sinning one missed the mark 
That rather revolutionizes our conception of just what the woid 
should convey to the average mind. Most people think of a 
sin as being some kind of unholy offense in punishment for which 
there were special fires prepared in som c far-off, well-heated, land 
of Hades unless we made special repentance for our guilty act. Of 
late perhaps, modern skepticism of things theological and religious 
has rather led ns to pooh-pooh the idea originally embodied in the 
connotation of the word, but the word and the idea have persisted 
nevertheless and arc very real. But the new light of cntymology 
makes a vast addition to our conception of its content. To sin 
does not merely mean an unsacrcd, irreligious act committed against 
an invisible divine being, but it means something intelligible and 
very comprehensible by the man in the street. To sin is to miss 
the mark. To sin is to fail in your purpose. To sin is not to occom 
■plisli your- aim in life. 

For the university student this new meaning bas-a somewhat 
peculiar application. We do not wish to suggest for an instant that 
to fail in an examination is a sin, "though it is an undesirable occur 
rence. But then examinations are eccentric things, and we have no 
control over the examiners. But to fail in the purpose for which 
you tame ifarcallegc is to sin and to sin greatly. To fail to' get the 
proper kind of education while you are at the university is to sin 
against yourself, your parents, and mankind in general, for you 
owe to the world a life of usefulness in whatever sphere you elect 
to place yourself in, and if you neglect the opportunity to fit your- 
self for your future position it will be laid up against you. Not 
that 'you will suffei the pangs of purgatory or anything like that 
you won't. But you will not get out of life all that you might— 
and that is a mild form of hell. 

. So you see that sin has not left the world, but is here to prob- 
ably a greater extent than ever because of its new meaning. To sin 
is to miss the mark. Perhaps the next time - we have a premonition 
that we are not succeeding as we might, the thought that we are 
really sinning may have a stimulative effect. The idea generally 
has somewhat of a disquieting effect. A healthy fear of failure is 
not a bad thing in' its way.

Elsewhere in the news columns is given the report of an in 
tcrview with Dean Laing of the Faculty of Arts. According to 
his statements many changes, sweeping and effectual, though not 
yet definitely decided upon, will very probably be made for the 
session 1922-23. Many of the proposed alterations have seemed 
necessary for some time, others are quite new ideas. 

While not giving himself the credit for the initiation of these 
improvements, coming as they do just after Dean Laing's installa- 
tion as Dean, suspicion points directly at him, and it is generally 
believed that this is the first installment of new vigour and renewed 
life that the faculty, long since in sore need of rejuvenation, is about 
to receive under his able leadership. Dean Laing has been with 
us for only a comparatively short time, yet already the weight of h 
well-'directcd influence is showing itself and the faculty under h 
guidance can now readily expect to forge steadily ahead to new e 
ficiency and to higher standards. Mis ideas on education arc well 
known to many, and are sound beyond doubt. Applied to the cur 
riculum in Arts, they can only bring about results of advanccincn 
in real learning and learning power. 

As a man Dean Laing has shown himself on all occasion 
when he has appeared in public, to be a prince of good fellows, , 
real man's man. He is genuinely human, quite dissimilar from th 
allegorical type of professor who is represented as being abscn 
minded, cut off from the world and so buried in himself and h 
studies that he has no time to devote to anything else. In the lc v 
turc room also he has proven his extreme worth. It is even ru 
moured that the first year men in his section of the class arc posi- 
tively enjoying Latin. While, we do not dare vouch for the abso- 
lute correctness of this statement, yet the fact that it originated 
shows there must be some foundation for the story, and anyone who 
is good enough to even cause such a rumour to start is, to put it 
colloquially — "nuff said." 

Altogether the University tan congratulate herself heartily 
on the finding of a man of such sterling calibre. Dean Lain- j s 
a man among many, a man who is willing and able to cope with 
the task of bringing one of the oldest and most cherished parts of 
McGill back to its former high standard and glory. Already he 
has attained a great place in the esteem of the students who will 
be heartily behind him in the projected changes. We take this 
opportunity of now wishing him all success. 

FENCE-POSTS AND UGLINESS. 

Ever since the Arts Building began to decay and its appear- 
ance began to take on a weather-beaten complexion — when this 
was men have long since forgotten — there has always been some 
unsightly object to greet the view of the student and the visitor. In 
the Autumn we have huge areas of dirty fallen leaves spoiling the 
tirgin green of the campus. But the^jring has it bnatca uow , with 



never a chance to catch up. Each March and April that come 
around bring their crop of indescribable fence-posts, hewn indis- 
riminately from any old relics of timber that can be found, and 
ugly as — well comparisons fail us and we do not favour being over- 
superlative. 

The purpose of these barbaric looking stakes carrying long 
strands of barbed wirs is fairly obvious. It is to keep the casual 
observer off ïhe grass. Perhaps they do deter a few. But the only 
genuine result they achieve is a stimulation of the tailoring repair 
business and forced detours of a few yards to get around the end. 

However, it is not against their usefulness that we wish to 
raise our voice in protest it is against their, unspeakable unsight- 
liness. It is a positive disgrace for a university to erect such dis- 
reputable looking palings. If they wish- a fence, then put one 
up, but for goodness sake, if no more artistic form of adornment 
can be found for the campus, leave the grass unprotected, to be 
trodden by the hallowed feet of hurried students.

Tis true the extension will .not he a formidable one, but still an 
extension and as such not likely to have the great approval of the 
students concerned. • 
Now when the Spring comes around studying is very difficult, 
it is almost impossible not to answer the call of Nature awakened 
from her winter sleep. Everyone is restless and heartily fed-up. 
Work is poorly dbne. Slipshod habits conic to the fore. And the 
addition to the course at this time of the year might not have the 
desired results. Would it not then be better to have the extra weeks 
in September? Start the session earlier and have the first term 
end before the Christmas vacation, thus getting the first batch of 
examinations over with before the festive season. 

And while we arc at it up crops the questioil of those Easter 
holidays again. At present we are favored with one day of grace, 
Good Friday. Even Easter Saturday is not vouchsafed the lecture- 
wearied student, still less the following Monday. .In all fairness 
we believe that the faculty should allow at least the two above- 
mentioned extra days in order that those who reside within rea- 
sonable distance should have a chance to get home for a slight rest.

McGILL PULP 
AND PAPER 
CLUB MEET 



Mr. Dawe Will Speak at Next 
Meeting. 



FINE ATTENDANCE. 



F. W **v»rlshaw Described a 
s .vieinou oi manufacturing 
Pulp and Paper. 



Another very excellent mooting was 
held Inst evening hy the newly formed 
McGill Pulp and Paper Cl\ib, and the 
excellent turn-out of members nu«urs 
well for its future success. 

The main feature of the meeting was 
a very instructive paper by ilr. P. W. 
Bnulsliaw, in whi-h he described one of 
tiio methods of the manufacture of pulp 
and paper. This essay recently received 
third prize in a. contest put on by the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Association. 

The chief raw nintcrinls for this sul- 
phite pulp are spruce, balsam and 
.sometimes jack pine. The logs arc about 
16 to JS feet in length, nnd, on ar- 
rival, arc dumped from the cars by 
means of an inclined dump into a pond. 
From the pond they aro taken by 
means of conveyors to the saws, whero 
'hey aro cut to the inquired length, af- 
ter which they arc bn'rked and con- 
veyed to the piles. 

The wood is- taken from the piles to 
the chippcrs as required, and is usually 
from two to three years old, according 
to the time required in hauling, driving, 
shipping, piling, etc. It is then cooked

under high pressure in tanks, in order 
to convert chips to fibres.

After passing through the digc.st.ors 
and cooking tanks, the fibres arc now 
ready for the next process in their evo- 
lution from wood to paper. This con- 
sists of their passing into large tanks, 
whero they arc stirred up by agita- 
tors to ensure uniform thickness before 
going to the screens. The scronings 
are then sorted into the various grades 
of stock. 

The making of paper from the pulp 
is equally as interesting. From the 
screens the fibres aro taken to wet 
machines, where the water is drnwri off 
and the pulp pressed into sheets known 
as "lap. " The waste liquor from the 
digestors is used in making paste. The 
lap is then carried on to the beaters, 
and paper machines, from whence the 
finished product is issued.

Economically India is in a sorry 
state;- millions arc on tho verge of star- 
vation and- as thero are about six acres 
to a family of five, n poor crop means 
ruin. Ono man out of ten, and one 
woman out \>f one hundred is ablo lo 
read; the people aro anxious to learn, 
and here is a splendid opportunity for 
educationalists to make their work 
really worth while. The caste system 
is a yoke on the neck of India. There 
aro ^2,343 divisions of caste, and a 
member of one must havo- no dealings 
with anyone of a lower social status 
To illustrate tho rigidity of this cus- 
tom, tho speaker cited tho case of a 
woman who was trapped in a burning 
house. Her cries for assistance went 
unheeded and she porished because 
there were none of her own caste near 
to come lo her aid. This brings up 
the point of the position that women 
"on joy" in the Indian social organiza- 
tion. She is practically oa the level of 
the animols, she has no soul and the 
treatment meted out to her is in ac- 
cordance with this belief. There is 
nothing sadder than the plight of the 
cvuntless child widows, for whom there 
is no hope in this world. 

The Indian is intensely religious, but 
tho finer things in his doctrine arc 
crushed under the base practices which 
characterize the Eastern religions. 
Evil arises from a mlscouception of 
God; their religion countenances those 
things which aro directly opposed to 
the moral law and the result; is seen in 
tho tortures inflicted on himsolf by 
the- devout Hindoo. He has heard no- 
thing of a merciful Diety. 

Miss Kilpatrick closed her address 
by an cloquont appeal for compotcnt, 
trained leaders to bring aid, physical 
and spiritual, to thoso suffering mil- 
lions. There arc many ways of helping, 
and ono who gives only a few years 
to this task will feel amply repaid for 
what he has done.

ARTS COURSE 

(. continued 'from page 1 ) 
irritation and its' abolishment will be 
gratefully applauded by the students. 
The reasons for the beginning oi 
honour courses in second year are 
that in two years one caunol really 
get sufficiently deep into a subject to 
make one a real honours man. It takes' 
nearly the whole of the first year to 
get realy interested in the subject, to 
learn how to study it, lo develop a 
proper sense of discrimination be- 
tween the relevant and the unimpor- 
tant. If the course.- were begun in 
the second year the icltial learning 
power of the "indent in any particu- 
lar line would be almost doubled with- 
out any extra efforts put forth on his 
part. 

OI course the commencement of the 
honour cour-scs so soon dors not mean 
thai f ruin" i hat time, on only the pnr- 
licular subject chosen will be studied 
but the special work will be spread 
oui more, and will In- supplemented 
by courses in other allied subjects to 
be designated as useful by I he depart- 
ment in que-: lion. 

In addition lo the honour courses 
llierc will be given also the regular 
general course which \-ill follow pret- 
ty closely the lines of the present 
one. This course will be for the stu- 
dent who docs not ltd specially in- 
tercslcd in any one subject, and who 
would like to have a more broad and 
general education, 

Another proposal is lo have the lec- 
ture hours altered. Tin- lull courses 
would br made Ihrce boms a week- 
ami the ball courses Mould be Ihrce. 
boms ,i wcel; for one irrm only. This 
last arrangement would be highly sat- 
i- fai lory lo the student- who find half 
ourses spread over a whole session 
lo be long-drawn out affairs with too 
great a proportion of work required 
to he spent on them when examina- 
tion? come, along at the end of the, 
year. At the same .time it is likely 
thai leeture hours will be somewhat 
reduced on a sliding scile. for the. dif- 
ferent ycra?. I| is f>l r necessary that 
the student should do a good deal 
mort: individual work and rely less on 
the notes given by the various- pro- 
fessors. With the present hours it is 
rather difficult lor the students hav- 
ing su much class work lo get up to 
do their outside work satisfactorily. 

In regard lo the question of exam- 
inations the Dean expressed himself 
as being in favour of them. He said 
I h ta. no other system as satisfactory in 
its results lias yet been devised, and 
• lin I no oilier system us satisfactory in 
sable part in academic life. But ex- 
aminations, he" continued, should be 



on the subject, and not on the notes, 
as is too often the case. The object 
of a test should be to discover what 
the student has gotten, out of the 
study of a subject, not lo sec that he 
has plugged up a certain quantity of 
information, valuable as it may be. 
Class work, too, must not be neglect- 
ed, and should count for a good deal 
in the professors rating of the stu- 
dent. This should be worked in pro- 
perly with the regular examinations 
to be successful. If the students 
right kind of examinations sel them 
did more individual study and had the 
right kind of txaininatioiis sc.t them, 
then the purpose of the tesls would 
be fulfilled and the students would 
not find the examinations such tcrribl) 
formidable objects as formerly. 

In regard to the lengthened course 
the Dean stated that one of the ideas 
was to bring the session length up to 
that nf oilier universities mid lo al- 
low the ground to be covered a little 
more 'thoroughly. The examination 
period in January -would probably De 
shifted so as to make the two Icruis 
approximately equal in length. Tire 
Dean said that be bad beard no men- 
tion made of any increase of Faster 
holidays. 

As to the standard of scholarship in 
general in the faculty, Dc;m Laing 
expressed himself as well satisfied, 
staling that it was quite high, while 
the new arrangements will undoubt- 
edly add to the already existing effi- 
ciency.

IN EXISTENCE TODAY 



That, the niuch-'loutcd "TMcisosaiir of 
ages ago should be alive and actually 
existent in South America, is preposter- 
ous in I he opinion of Prof. R 0. Moore, 
state geologist. ••The remains of the. 
Pleisosaur are nul found in the later 
rocks." said Processor Moore recontiy. 

"That particular animal became ex- 
tinct sonic nine or ten million year-: 
ago. However, in so far as bair and 
skin of some animals of recent geolo- 
gical lime have been lately found, !: is 
barely possible thai a Mylodou or a. 
liinnt Sloth could be alive in the unex- 
plored and uninhabited parts of south- 
ern South America." 

Hones of very large animals iinva 
been found in I he rocks of South Am- 
erica which oyi(lcnco I tint Ihesc unirais 
have disappeared from the eaJth but 
recently, geologically speaking.
